2. The problem has been heightened by the 4nflux of additional. refugees since the 
reopening of the Chiaceht (Tsingtao-Tsinan) Railroad in December. Contrary to 
sag Fs Government's hopes that the railroad would provide a means where- 

fees wales could return to their homes, the reverses has occurred. The 
fugee population has increased by pabregaa 10,000, and it continues to 
one with the arrival of each train. 


3- To combet this emergency situation the Bureau of Social Affaira of the Munici- 
pad Goverment bas taken the following steps;
